POST’s origins date to 1908 


Three Post Publications 
of 1976 evolved from the 
original LaCamas Post, 
started by Kelly Loe, Jan. 
25, 1908. 

Loe was not the first 
Camas publisher. J.A. 
Ginder, grandfather of 
William E. Ginder Jr., 
started the Camas News in 
1887. After it suspended 
publication, C.E.G. Fike 
began editing the Camas 
Courier in the 1890s. The 
Ceurier ceased publication 
and the next paper for 
Camas, so far as records 
indicate, was Loe’s LaCamas 
Post of 1908. 

Nine months after his first 
edition, Loe announced that 
George Mercer, an Ohio 
newspaper man, had 
purchased the Post. In March 
1911, the Camas Post as it 
was now known, was sold to 
Arthur A. Hay, who in his 
first edition promised to 
“battle for the rights and 
welfare and advancement of 
Camas.” 

He did so until May 8, 
1913, when he sold the Post 
to George W. Hopp, of 
Olympia. Hopp, a 
conservation mewspaper, 
who wrote editorials and 
covered state mews and 
legislative sessions, operated 
the Post for 15 years until 
his death on Jan. 25, 1929, 
21 years from the day the 
paper was founded. 

On Oct. 5, 1928, Hopp 
had sold part interest in the 
Post to John V. Lund. Dr. 
Lyle Spencer, then 
president of the University 
of Washington, purchased 
the paper from Hopp’s

the Goss Web Duplex, a 
Pony Miehle, and then in 
1965, when The Post was 
converted to offset printing. 
For several years, ads and 
news were still set on hot 
metal from Intertypes. IBM 
Computer typesetting began

Filmotype, and 
Compugraphic 7200 also 
were in operation at various 
times.

typesetting machines were 
then added 


estate and formed the 
Camas Publishing Co., in 
which Lund held part 
interest. 

Through the early 1930s 
Lund directed the paper, 
with assistance from an able 
staff, including editors 
Warren Austin and Milt 
Bona. 

On about June 20, 1930, 
the Camas Post and 
Washougal Record were 
consolidated. On Sept. 5, 
1930, the paper was 
expanded to seven columns, 
and new type was 
introduced. 

During the early 1930s, 
the paper was printed 
tabloid, and distributed 
Tuesdays and Fridays. 

In 1936, it returned to 
once a week, seven-column 
size. Josephine Lund was 
then publisher and Bona 
was listed as associate 
editor. 

In February 1942, F. 
Gick purchased the Camas 
Publishing Co. On Sept. 7, 
1944, he sold to L.M. 
Slinkard, who sold it on 
Feb. 1, 1946 to Clyde 
Brown and L.R. Dowlin. 
On July 1, 1947, Brown 
retired and sold out to 
Dowlin, who on Oct. 1, 
1957, sold to Hal and Judy 
Zimmerman, who are 
present publishers, and have 
been so longer than any 
others in Post-Record 
history. 

The Post-Record printing 
plant was built in the late 
1930s, and some color 
printing was done in the 
early 1940s.

Christensen of Vancouver) co-publisher. In the depth of the 
Depression, the paper went to a five-column tabloid size, and it was 
during this time that the Camas Publishing Co. bought out the 
Washougal Record, which had been started by Elmer Armstrong. 
During the 1930s, under consolidation, The Camas-Washougal 
Post-Record grew and improved mechanically and editorially, and 
won many state awards.

Chet Brown, right, was Hopp's 
editor when the picture was taken during the early 1920s. Hopp was 
the fourth publisher of The POST, when he purchased it May 8, 
1913, from Arthur A. Hay. Hopp, from Olympia, was interested in 
state news, and gave excellent coverage of legislative happenings. On 
Oct. 5, 1928, shortly before he died, Hopp sold part of his paper to 
John V. Lund. Hopp died Jan. 25, 1929, and Dr. M. Lyle Spencer, 
then president of the University of Washington, purchased the paper 
from Hopp’s estate and formed the Camas Publishing Co., in which 
Lund continued to hold part interest.
